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DETAILED ACTION 

1. An after final amendment and response filed by applicants dated Jan. 10, 201 1 have been 
entered and considered carefully. 

Claims 2, 4-7, 10, 12-15, 19-20 and 22 have been canceled. 

Claims 1, 3, 8-9, 11, 16-18 and 21 are pending. 



2. Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have explicitly amended the scope of the claims to be those disclosed and 

enabled on p.4-5 thus, claims 1, 3, 8-9 and 17-18 are allowable. Applicants have canceled 

claims 19-20 and 22. Claim 21 is rejoined with the allowable compounds and the restriction 

between the compounds and method of treating inflammatory or obstructive airway disease is 

dropped. Claims 1, 3, 8-9, 11, 16-18, 21 are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
